Bulbs and roots mature and ripen at different periods during the 
late summer and autumn, and shipments will be made as follows in 
the absence of contrary instruetions:

= It is during the drab days of mid-winter 
Winter Blooms that indoor flowering plants are most 
welcomed, and it is then that the various varieties of flowering bulbs 
fill the important role of supplying these flowers. In the first place, 
they are almost certain to produce satisfactory results, and secondly, 
these results are obtained with a minimum amount of attention or 
eare. After they have become rooted, bulbous plants will grow to 
perfection in any ordinary living room temperature, if placed in a 
situation where they will obtain direct sunlight at least part of the

oy For groves and out-lying ground beyond the 
Naturalizing clipped lawn, a very happy style of ‘ naturaliz- 


ing’ bulbous plants is much in vogue. Such bulbs should be used as 
can be planted in quantity, twenty-five to a hundred or more ofa kind, 
and only sorts should be used as are hardy and will flower and in- 
erease; fortunately in bulbous plants there are many that succeed 
even better in such rough places than in the prim garden, among 
them we will mention hardy Anemones, Crocus, Chionodoxas, Con- 
vallarias, Dicentras, Funkias, Liliums, Narcissus, Scillas; Snowdrops, 
and some of the late-flowering Darwin Tulips. The bulbs may be 


planted with a dibber when the ground is moist during the fall rains, 
but it is better to cut and turn back the sod here and there, place the 
bulbs under and press the sod back again.

The combinations of color that may be made are endless, Combinations 
of lavenders. lilacs, mauves, violets and purples are especially good; and the 
rich scarlets, pinks and crimsons, most of them having rose shadings, make 
the most brilliant displays when in bloom, that can be imagined. 

As observed before, all Darwins are beautifully shaded; in many softs the 
edges of the petals are lighter than their centers, and still others have very 
striking blue and violet bases. The stems of Darwins are very long, rendering 
them ideal for cutting purposes. Some varieties reach a height of three feet, 
under good cultivation, but two feet in height is a good average. 

To aid in making selections for continuity of bloom, ete,, we have indi- 
cated their relative time of flowering by the letters E, F,G, Hand Il. The 
E's being the earliest to bloom. The height is also given, but may vary.

Bybloemen Tulips

OUTDOOR CULTURE. The Beds and Borders where the 
Hyacinths are to be planted should be well dug over to a depth of 
at least twelve inches and have a liberal application of Bone Meal 
which is the only safe fertilizer to use. Plant the bulbs five or six 
inches deep and six inches apart. When the ground freezes over, 
cover the beds with a litter of leaves or salt hay or straw to a depth 
of six inches or so. Remove this when danger from severe winter 
is over. 


CULTURE IN POTS. Use rather a light soil and place 
broken rock in the bottom of the pot or pan for drainage, Put the 


bulbs in about half an inch below the surface, give them a good 
watering and store away in a dark cool place where they will not 


freeze. Water when required at intervals and in about twelve 
weeks time or so when the pot is well filled with roots, then remove 
to a warmer temperature, but still in the dark until about five 
inches of the leaves appear, then bring to the light and flower in 
window. Bring in one or more pots every week to keep up a 
successjon of flowers. 


CULTURE IN GLASSES. Use glasses like the one pictured 
on page 23 and use only the largest sized bulbs, Place bulb on top 
of glass and fill with water so that bottom of bulb is about one 
quarter of an inch below the water. Change water every few 
days. Otherwise follow the directions given for Pot Culture,

Early Roman Hyacinths 


Roman Hyacinths are extensively used for ‘‘forcing’' for cut flowers. The 
white Roman Hyacinth is the earliest, best and most floriferous variety, 
though the pink, and light blue are very beautiful and supply a variation 
of color. \ 

They are all easily grown in pots of soil and if potted in September, the 
pots plunged in the open ground for a month until the bulbs are well rooted, 
and then brought in the house they can be had in flower in November or 
December, and from that time a succession of flowers may be enjoyed by 
bringing in from the plunge or cellar a pot or two of the rooted bulbs at in- 
tervals of about two Weeks. A five-in. pot is large enough for 3 bulbs, a six- 
inch pot or pan for 6 bulbs, a seven-inch pot or pan for 8 bulbs. Roman 
Hyacinths are not hardy enough for open ground planting north of Wash- \ 
ington, but where the winters are mild, especially if lightly protected with 
mulch they thrive excellently in the garden.

Grow Your Christmas and Easter Flowers in Your Home 


You can have Flowers in bloom at Christmas and Easter, and 
between times, by planting Bulbs selected from the list on this page, 
They may be seuss nin pots, bowls, glasses or bowls with gravel and 
water. Among Narcissus, probably Paper-White is the most popular 
indoor flower of all. The flowers of this variety usually sell for $2.00 
and up per dozen around Christmas while the bulbs cost but $9.00 
per hundred. You can grow your own flowers and save the difference. 

Freesias are also noted for their delightful fragrance and the new 
colored Freesias are especially attractive. Also much used are Crocus, 
Tulips, Hyacinths and Roman Hyacinths. 

CULTURE. Use light rich soil for potting purposes made up of one- 
half ordinary garden soil three-eighths sand and one-eighth sheep 
manure throughly mixed together. Put in the bottom of each pot a 
piece of breken pot for drainage fill with soil to within four inches of 
the top, set in the bulbs 2 to 4 inches apart according to variety, then 
fill with soil allowing just the top of the bulb to appear. Water thor- 
oughly, put away in a dark cellar. Look at them occasionally and see 
that the soil is moist but not wet. When well-rooted bring them into 
the living room but be sure of this by looking at the root. Tap the end 
of the pot, holding it sidewise and the ball of earth will readily come 
partly out in your hand and you can decide.

FLOWERING BULBS IN GLASSES AND BOWLS 
Early-flowering varities of Hyacinths, and Narcissus may also be 


flowered in glasses of water. Special ‘' Hyacinth Glasses’’ are procur- 
able for the purpose (see engraving). These are filled with fresh pure 


water, and a lump of charcoal thrown in to absorb impurities. The 
bulb sets in a cup-shaped receptacle on top of the glass. In filling, 
the water should not quite touch the bottom of the bulb. Place in a 


cool dark airy place, for they must have fresh air. until the roots 
have reached the bottom of the which should be in about ten 
weeks’ time. When the water evaporates fill up the glasses and 
change it entirely when needed to keep it sweet and clear. After 
rooting, place the glasses in a light room where the temperature 
averages about 50° until the stems and foliage have developed, then 
remove to a warm, sunny window for flowers to open.
